Question of How German 
Note Will Be Answered 
Depends on Attitude of 
Other Allies. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

Paris, June 7.—The German re- 
parations offer elaborated in the note 
'delivered to the entente allies today 
remains entirely unacceptable to 
France, it was declared in government 
circles tonight. It makes no appreci- 
able advance over the previous offers 
‘and France cannot even discuss it 
with Germany, for as was decided at 
Brussels yesterday the passive resis- 
tance in the Rubr must be abandoned 
before any negotiations can begin. 

The note was characterized as un- 
satisfactory for four main reasons: 

First, because it makes no mention 
of abandoning the passive resistance, 
which is thé first of the Franco-Bel- 
/gian conditions. 

Second, Germany offers no definite 
sum as the total reparations. 

Third, in suggesting an impartial 
international commission to fix the 
reparations total, Germany ignores 
and seeks to violate the Versailles 
‘treaty, which created the reparation 
commission for exactly that purpose.

Fourth, the suggestions for guaran- 
tees might be open to discussion 1f 
Germany proposed. their administra- 
tion by the allies, but if the Germans 
acminister the guarantees the French | 
would expect no satisfactory result.

France 
would be glad to join in a collective 
answer, but the terms must agree 
with the French views. 

The Germans were careful not to 
ignore the reparation commission and 
delivered a copy of the note to the

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FEED THE BAMBINO OATS. 

A baby who is regular can get along 
very well without giving a thought to 
the calories in his food. He needn't 
worry a bit about the percentage of 
protein or fat if only the folks are not 
stingy in preparing his food. Even 
worry about the vitamins should not 
keep him awake nights, 

The formula for preparing or modi- 
fying a milk for a baky a month or 
two old was given as follows: 

Top milK .cscccvcesee @ GUNCH 

Milk sugar: .ccccccoce 1 OUNCE 

Boiled water .........14 ounces 

Top milk is the upper third care- 
fully removed from the jar or “bottle 
after the cream has risen, with a 
Chapin milk dipper, which enters the 
top of a milk bottle. 


For a frail or poorly developed or 
badly nourished infant, one ounce of 
lime water may be added to the form- 
ula, to oppose or prevent the curdling 
of the milk or present too dense curds 
during digestion. 

For an infant, more than a month 
old, instead of lime water, it is well 


to use a cereal water for that pur- 
pose. Either barley water or oatmeal 


| water is good, replacing all the boiled 
| water in the formula or half of it. 


Lime water may be made by plac- 
ing a heaping teaspoonful of slaked 
lime in a quart bottle of boiled water, 
shaking this well for two or three 


the hour, then letting the 
lime settle to the bottom; after the 


_liquid has stood for 24 hours the up- 
_per clear part is lime water ready 


for use, 

Barley water is made by blending a 
tablespoonful of barley flour with a 
few spoonsful cold water. then adding 
a pint of boiling water containing 
two or three wee grains of salt. Cook 
for half an hour in a double, boiler, and 
strain. Enough water to bring the 


| whole up to a pint again is added, 


Oatmeal water is made in the same 


'way, using rolled oats or any of the 


ordinary oatmeals, 

Oatmeal water is probably the pref- 
erable cereal water for modifying milk 
when a tendency toward constipation 
is to be opposed. Barley water is 
probably better if there is a tendency 
toward diarrhea. 

The use of these cereal waters or

Shortly after signing of the habeas 
corpus papers by Judge Sibley, at- 
torney J. W. Powell left by auto- 
mobile for Greensboro, but at a late 
hour Sheriff Hixon stated that he 
bad not veen served with the pa- 
pers. . 

“IT have received no orders from 
anybody in regard to the six prison- 
crs, except the warrants for their ar- 
rest, charging murder,” he said. 

“Judge Sibley’s orders’ will be 
obeyed by me to the letter. If he 
orders me to bring the men to At- 
lanta, I will do so. If his order 
reaches me in time, I will leave here 
by train at 10 o'clock Friday morn- 
ing. 

“If no orders are received from 
Sibley I will hold the men here 
in jail until the commitment trial is 
held, and until I receive orders from 
the proper judicial authorities in 
Greene county as to the future dispo- 
sition of the cases.” 

Calls for Hearing. 

From his home in Marietta, Ga., 
told The Constitution 
that the order he signed Thursday did 
not call for the release of the pris- 
oners. but merely that they be
